The mob, growing in num bers 
during the night until near m id­ 
night it num bered nearly 3,000, 
was after Fred Lock hart, 38 - 
y ear-old salesm an of artificial 
butterflies. 
Earlier in the night 
he had confessed to Sheriff T. R. 
Hughes tha t it was he who a t­ 
tack ed 
and k illed 
16-y ear-old 
Mae Giffin. 
Stragglers from the mob milled 
about the jail early this m orn­ 
ing, and there were reports tha t 
m any men outside the parish 
were on their way to join them . 
Officers were confident, however, 
tha t any further attack could be 
stopped by the two companies of 
national 
guardsmen, 
hurriedly 
called to duty by Governor O. K. 
Allen when the advance of the 
mob threatened to overpower the 
sheriff’s resistance. 
Sheriff Hughes said tha t Lock ­ 
hart confessed to luring the girl 
from the home of her widowed 
m other, attack ed and k illed her. 
Small crowds and groups of men 
about the jail, enraged by the 
m urder of the girl, became un­ 
m anageable after the confession 
was made k nown. 
The crowd grew by hundreds 
into an ex cited throng estim at­ 
ed to num ber nearly 3,000. Mobs­ 
men, cursing and shouting, took 
possession of the basem ent and

Paris, April 18 (A3)—A 
sensa­ 
tional plot by Leon Trotzky to 
u se the Febru ary riots to set u p 
his own d ictatorship in France 
by a red rev olu tion was rev ealed 
in his party organ, au thorities 
d isclosed tod ay . 
A rev olu tion by "an 
armed 
workers’ m ilitia” was u rged , they 
said , in a manifesto issu ed by 
the ex iled former Ru ssian lead er 
after the fatal rioting in the 
streets of Paris on Febru ary 6. 
“The two forces hav e ju st 
measu red sword s,” the manifes­ 
to said . 
“War has begu n between them. 
There is no possible peace, bu t in 
a fight to the d eath. In the 
street, by force, will be d ecid ed 
the fu tu re." 
The manifesto u rged “a v ast 
workers’ alliance of all proletar­ 
ian bod ies and the organization 
of a workers’ militia withou t d e­ 
lay .” 
As a resu lt of the new d isclos­ 
u res of the political activ ity of 
Trotsky , the gov ernment was ex ­ 
pected to speed its mov es for his 
ex pu lsion, ord ered y esterd ay . 
Secret serv ice police rev ealed 
that sev eral d ay s of grace hav e 
been granted Trotzky for his 
search in an attem pt to find a 
cou ntry willing to accept him. 
“We are not pu shing him,” one 
member of 
the secret serv ice 
said , d espite the increasing in­ 
formation gati^ered regard ing his 
plans for his “fou rth internation­ 
al.” 
“One cannot cond emn him to 
d eath,” this official said . “That 
is what his immed iate d epartu re 
wou ld mean. We are letting him 
find a hav en.”

Harry Fowler, 36 , Dallas, pilot. 
Jack Poole, 40, Dallas. 
Lillian Rose, 18, Dallas. 
An u nid entified woman. 
Airport officials said the party 
of fou r left Lov e Field , Dallas, 
shortly after 10 p. m. for “a lo­ 
cal spin.” Fowler was a World 
War pilot. 
Sev eral minu tes later the plane 
tore 
throu gh 
mu rky 
weather 
near Lewisv ille. Two farmers no­ 
ticed the plane apparently had 
ru n into trou ble and followed its 
actions. 
One farmer, whose name was 
not 
learned , 
d escribed t he 
crash: 
•I nev er saw a plane fly ing so 
fa st It came in from the sou th­ 
west, circling and circling. Each 
time it seemed to get lower to 
the grou nd .

stru ck the grou nd with terrific 
force and bou nced abou t 50 feet.
